New plans unveiled for former post office site in town centre

Developers have unveiled updated 
plans for Kingston’s former post 
office site, including a new square 
with shops, restaurants and flats 
to rival Charter Quay. 

A public exhibition run by St 
George also showcased proposals 
for a community space, al fresco 
dining, residents’ gardens and an 
office at the site in Ashdown Road 
car park. 

Marilyn Mason, from Transi¬ 
tion Town Kingston, said: “These 
are all drawings - who knows 
what it is going to look like in 
reality. 

“But St George seem quite sensi¬ 
tive to the history of the site and 
that is important. 

“Almost anything they put 


there would be more attractive 
than a car park. I like that they 
are offering community space.” 

An exhibition slide stated: “A 
mix of high quality restaurants 
and retailers will create a new 
destination within Kingston’s 
Eden Quarter and complement 
the offer of the wider town centre. 

“It would provide a much-need¬ 
ed hub in this area of the town 
centre.” 

Of Kingston’s three listed build¬ 
ings on English Heritage’s at-risk 
register, two of these are on the 
site - the former post office and 
the old telephone exchange. 

St George proposes to reinstate 
both buildings and make the post 
office the centrepiece of the 
new development as a place for 
community activities, while turn¬ 
ing the telephone exchange into 
an office. 

The new public square will 


include trees, shrubs, new paving 
and lighting as well as cycle 
parking. 

The proposal also includes 400 
private and affordable homes as 
well as a penthouse shaped like a 
wave - described as a “rhythmic 
skyline”. 

One visitor to the exhibition 
said: “The site needs develop¬ 
ment. I think the important thing 
is that it does not pretend to be an¬ 
other part of Kingston like the 
Market Place or the Bentall Cen¬ 
tre - but it needs its own identity. 

“The height looks a bit big, but 
we want to encourage develop¬ 
ment - it’s just about getting it 
right as you only get one go at 
this.” 

A planning application is ex¬ 
pected to be submitted later this 
year.

Rides hit by 
power surge 

A power surge in Chessington 
knocked out nine rides at Chess¬ 
ington World of Adventures 
(CWOA) and affected 219 people 
elsewhere in the area. 

Residents in Cox Lane reported 
loss of power after the surge, 
which happened at about 12.50pm 
on Monday. 

Guests using the affected rides 
were rescued by 1.15pm, a CWOA 
spokeswoman said. 

A UK Power Networks 
spokeswoman said: “UK Power 
Networks engineers worked as 
quickly and safely as possible to 
restore electricity to customers 
in the Chessington area following 
an underground cable fault. 

“We understand how difficult it 
can be without power and apolo¬ 
gise for any inconvenience.” 

Power was restored to all 219 af¬ 
fected customers by 1.26pm, she 
said.

Ros Morgan, chief executive of 
Kingstonfirst, said: “The Great 
British High Street Awards shine 
a light on hardworking traders 
and communities around the 
country, showing what can be 
done to help streets evolve to be 
places where people want to 
shop, socialise and work. 

“Our Market Place, with its re¬ 
cently renovated ancient market, 
is a vibrant and active communi¬ 
ty hub for the town centre and we 
look forward to showing the 
judges what it has to offer.” 

Work to renovate the Market 
Place began shortly before 
Christmas last year, at an esti¬ 
mated cost of £3m. 

The project was initially due to 
finish in late March, but overran 
by two months. 

Market stallholders were forced 
to move to Memorial Gardens 
while contractors Balfour Beatty 
raced to finish the job.

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Developer buys Tolworth Tower 


TOP RECYCLERS: Kingston sends 
more of its household waste to be 
recycled than almost anywhere 
else in London. Only Bexley and 
Bromley recorded higher rates of 
recycling, according to Defra, with 
Kingston managing 46.3 per cent. 
Figures from 2012-13, the most 
recent available, showed Kingston 
residents generated 361kg of 
waste each, of which 167kg was 
recycled. 

BYELECTION: Kingston’s first 
byelection under its new Tory 
administration will take place next 
week. Tudor ward residents can 
vote for their candidate of choice 
on Thursday, October 16. Former 
Conservative councillor Frank 
Thompson was forced 
to step down due to ill 
health. 

WORK STARTS: Work to rewire 
Norbiton station and resurface its 
two platforms began this week. 
South West Train contractors are 
expected to continue for three 
months. Some car parking and 
cycle spaces will temporarily be 
lost to make room for equipment 
and materials to be stored. The 
gap between train and platform is 
not expected to be fixed until 
2016. 

HOSPITAL PLANS: Outline plans 
for the refurbishment and 
expansion of Tolworth Hospital will 
be debated by councillors. Hospital 
bosses have applied to demolish 
nearly 10,000sq ft of buildings. 
Residents said they were 
concerned about traffic, security 
and the height of the proposed 
new buildings. A meeting will 
be held at Dysart School on 
Tuesday, October 14, at 
7.30pm.

Further afield, CNM came 
under fire last month for a 
lack of movement on the re¬ 
development of crumbling 
Birnbeck Pier in Weston- 
super-Mare, which it agreed 
to buy in 2011. 

CNM lists the project as at 
the concept design stage, 
and the BBC reported at the 
end of September the com¬ 
pany is taking advice on a 
possible solution. 

A set of apartments near¬ 
by was approved for con¬ 
struction in 2011. 

CNM’s website said the 
firm began work this July 
and plans to finish in Jan¬ 
uary 2016. 

Mr Samady added: “This is 


not a time for negativity. I 
will be judged on what I do 
in the future. We are firing 
on all cylinders.” 

It is the second major an¬ 
nouncement for Tolworth in 
a week. 

Last Tuesday Tesco re¬ 
vealed plans for 800 new 
homes on the other side of 
the A3, including a 23-storey 
apartment block. 

Residents and councillors 
raised concerns over the re¬ 
drawn plans, citing potential 
pressure on infrastructure 
from so many new people, 
but some predicted 
more footfall for Broadway 
businesses.

Hospital at centre of 
health service plan

Mental health services across 
south-west London could be cen¬ 
tralised at Tolworth Hospital, 
under new plans put forward by 
health bosses. 

But an alternative proposal 
could see adult mental healthcare 
wards cut from the Red Lion Road 
hospital. 

A public consultation opened on 
Monday and aims to redesign ser¬ 
vices provided by South-West 
London and St George’s Mental 
Health NHS Trust (SWLSTG). 

The consultation presents two 
choices, with the preferred option 
being to centralise mental health¬ 
care at Tolworth and Springfield 
Hospital in Tooting. 


Mental health services at Roe- 
hampton’s Queen Mary’s Hospi¬ 
tal, which treats 500 patients a 
year, would close under the plans. 

But another proposal would see 
Queen Mary’s Hospital retain 
adult wards at the expense of 
Tolworth’s. 

Dr Phil Moore, from Kingston 
Clinical Commissioning Group, 
said: “The advantage of the two- 
site option is it enables them to 
have the right volume of services 
for the best efficiency and safety 
and delivery of care. 

“That’s the reason the two-site 
option is favoured, certainly by 
the clinical commissioners. 

“The three-site option will be 
quite a challenge to deliver.” 

SWLSTG runs mental health 
services in hospitals, community 
offices and at people’s homes, in 
Kingston, Merton, Sutton, Rich¬ 


mond and Wandsworth. 

Its two-site plan would cost 
£160m, funded by the sale of NHS 
land. 

The £140m three-site option, 
though initially cheaper, would 
cost an additional £42m in the 
future. 

The cash would see outdated 
buildings - some from Victorian 
times - replaced by modern ones. 

Dr Moore said: “You need line of 
sight to the staff, to keep an eye on 
people. You need proper bedrooms 
that are suitably adapted. There’s 
a whole host of things.” 

In July, it was revealed SWLSTG 
plans to cut inpatient beds by 
about 10 per cent from 2018, in 
favour of treatment in the 
community.

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HSE to prosecute Chessington World of Adventures 

Theme park in court 
over young girl’s fall

Chessington World of Adven¬ 
tures is facing prosecution over 
alleged health and safety failings 
after a four-year-old girl fell 14ft 
from a queue on a bridge and 
fractured her skull. 

Jessica Blake, from Sheerness 
on the Isle of Sheppey in Kent, 
fell through a gap on a rope 
bridge while queuing for the 
Tomb Blaster ride at the theme 
park in June 2012. 

She suffered fractured ribs, a 
fractured skull, a bleed on her 
brain, liver and kidney damage 
and was left in a critical condi¬ 
tion at St George’s Hospital in 
Tooting for weeks. 

More than two years later the 
Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE), which conducted its own 
investigation into the fall, has de¬ 
cided to take the theme park to 
court over the accident. 

A statement released by Chess¬ 
ington World of Adventures said: 
“We are disappointed that 
the HSE has decided to prose¬ 
cute, but will now take time to 
read their findings and reasons 
for this decision in detail 


before responding any further. 

“The health and safety of our 
visitors is always the primary ob¬ 
jective of Chessington World of 
Adventures. 

“We take any incident on 
the park very seriously, particu¬ 
larly one as significant and 
unprecedented as the one in 
June 2012 in the Tomb Blaster 
queue.” 

It said the theme park had 
carried out its own investigation 
at the time of the incident and 
co-operated with the HSE 
investigation. 

The case is due to be heard at 
Redhill Magistrates’ Court on 
November 4. 

Last month the theme park lost 
a High Court battle to ban an 
email campaign criticising its 
safety record - which began after 
Jessica Blake’s accident. 

Dr Peter Cave sent 80,000 
emails, set up campaign websites 
and applied, unsuccessfuly, for a 
court order banning the park 
from re-opening after the winter 
break in 2012. 

Park owners Merlin Entertain¬ 
ments claimed Dr Cave’s cam¬ 
paign was “entirely without 
foundation”, but Judge Elisabeth 
Laing ruled the issues were in 
the public interest.

A man has been banned from driv¬ 
ing after being caught drunk at 
the wheel with children in his car.

Road, New Malden, was three 
times over the legal limit when he 


was stopped on September 10 in 
his own street. 

He pleaded guilty to driving over 
the alcohol limit, being drunk and 
in charge of a child under seven 
and driving with a child under 14 
not wearing a seatbelt when he 


appeared at Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on September 25. 

He was disqualified for two 
years, ordered to carry out 80 
hours of unpaid work, made to 
pay £85 in costs and £60 in victim 
surcharge costs. 


ROGUE TRADER: A pirate DVD seller has been jailed 
for 21 days after selling a “large volume” of 
counterfeit DVDs in Kingston. Wen Bing Yu, 48, of no 
fixed address, admitted selling the films at Cromwell 
Road bus garage on Monday, September 22. He was 
sentenced at Wimbledon Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday, September 23. 

PATIENT CHARGED: A man has appeared in court 
over an alleged attack in a mental health ward at 
Tolworth Hospital. Koushk Salehi-Bakhtiari, 26, of 
Halswell ward in Springfield Hospital, is alleged to 
have attacked Raymond Edwards in Lilac ward in 
Tolworth Hospital, on May 1 this year. He is charged 
with one count of grievous bodily harm with intent 
and another of wounding or inflicting grievous bodily 
harm without intent. Mr Salehi-Bakhtiari will appear 
at Kingston Crown Court on Thursday, October 9.

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Special needs school 
in £1 m expansion bid

An oversubscribed special needs 
school is set to put in a planning 
application to expand its 
site with an estimated £lm 
investment. 

Dysart School, in Ewell Road, 
Surbiton, wants to to provide an 
additional 24 spaces for 
students with complex learning 
difficulties. 

It currently caters for 72 chil¬ 
dren aged four to 19, but contin¬ 
ues to be oversubscribed. 

Headteacher Leigh Edser said: 
“It is much needed - we are turn¬ 
ing away too many students. 

“That’s why the bid was put in 
and the Education Funding 
Agency could obviously see that. 

“It is the first expansion of a 
special school in Kingston for a 
period of time. 

“On average I have to turn 
away 12 students a year so there 
is a need within Kingston to cre¬ 
ate additional spaces for the pro¬ 
vision that we provide.” 

The school received £1,000,250 
from the Education Funding 
Agency after applying for a 
grant. 

It is hoped the expansion will 
reduce the number of special 


needs students forced to go out¬ 
side the borough for schooling. 

The new building is proposed 
for the the bottom of the school’s 
playing field, on land owned by 
Kingston Council and currently 
used by neighbouring school St 
Matthew’s as a nature reserve. 

The nature reserve would be 
relocated as part of the expan¬ 
sion plans, Mrs Edser said. 

The building would provide a 
bespoke centre for post-16 


education which will free-up 
space on the main site for the 24 
extra children. 

If given planning permission, 
building work is expected to 
start in January 2015 and will be 
completed within five months. 

Dysart is one of only three spe¬ 
cial schools in the borough. 

A public consultation into the 
proposed expansion is live on 
the council website at 
kingston.gov.uk.

Country park plan 
is waste of money 


I second Alison Fure’s expert 
summary of Tolworth Court 
Farm’s value as a nature reserve 
compared with the country park 
with visitor centre that the coun¬ 
cil leader seems to be trying for 
(Don’t let unique site become 
theme park, October 2). 

Kevin Davis’s proposal is not 
just wrong, but a potential waste 
of money worse than Tolworth 
Greenway. 

Though the old manor house 
site itself is in his ward, he seems 
unaware an archaeological dig 
sadly yielded little, and there is 
nothing to see but a pond or two 
left from the moat. 


These are split by the A240 dual 
carriageway from the fields 
where he forsees managed deer 
and horses. 

The former especially would 
need expensive high walls and 
fences and quite likely the end of 
the natural vegetation. 

For apolitical reasons, I 
agree with Vicki Harris, whose 
ward includes the fields, that 
they need only car parking - if 
that. 

They are within five minutes 
walk of Tolworth station and 
closer still to stops of the K2, 406 
and 418 buses. The real need is 
publicity. 


Councillor Davis has said we 
need open spaces for residents, 
including those the nearby Tesco 
site will bring eventually. 

Two fields are there and need 
little expenditure. 

The annual hay crop makes a 
little money and helps keep down 
scrub vegetation beyond the 
spreading hedgerows. 

He is jumping the gun ahead of 
his administration’s workshop 
for public input about the bor¬ 
ough’s open spaces, which takes 
place in the Guildhall on October 
14.

Taking pics 
not a crime

One in five don’t tell truth 

Not being honest can invalidate insurance 



New research has found that 
almost one in five (18 per cent) 
UK householders has embellished 
the truth or withheld information 
when applying for home 
insurance. 

This lack of accuracy could be 
down to the 52 per cent of 
respondents who said they 
believe insurers charge too much 
for insurance and so they can 
afford a fib or two. This was a view 
held by the younger generation in 
particular, with 63 per cent of 
those aged between 18 and 24 
agreeing premiums are too 
expensive. 

The survey of more than 2,000 
people by Gocompare.com home 
insurance revealed the 
information some people have 
guessed at or withheld when 
obtaining home insurance: 

■ Renewal price - 34 per cent 

■ The types of locks on their 
doors and windows - 12 per cent 

■ Whether they are in an active 
Neighbourhood Watch area - nine 
per cent 


■ Whether their home is occupied 
or not during the day - six per 
cent 

■ Said that they don't smoke - 
five per cent 

A quarter don't believe 
withholding information on a 
home insurance form or 
exaggerating a claim is a form of 
fraud, and 30 per cent say 
everyone tells untruths when 
getting a home insurance quote. 

However, when it comes to 
making a claim it seems that 
people with home insurance are 
more honest, as only four per cent 
admitted to exaggerating a home 
insurance claim, and just four per 
cent also admitted to having lied 
about the cost of the contents 
that were lost or stolen. 

Ben Wilson, Gocompare.com's 
home insurance spokesman, said: 
"While it's worrying a significant 
number of people apparently fail 
to see the harm in ambiguity 
applying for insurance, it's 
encouraging most are honest. 
Telling a few fibs when getting a 


quote could come back to bite you 
should you need to make a claim. 

"Having an insurance policy 
cancelled can have a lasting 
negative effect, as when applying 
for insurance in the future you will 
be asked if you have had a policy 
cancelled or declined and, if you 
have, some insurers might not 
cover you, or charge you a hefty 
sum to do so. 

"Honesty is always the best 


policy when it comes to insurance, 
as getting caught out when you 
come to claim means that not 
only would you have wasted 
money paying for the insurance in 
the first place, and facing the 
prospect of footing the bill for 
any repairs or replacements 
yourself, but you could also end 
up not getting insured or paying 
through the nose to be protected 
in the future."

And at the rate the 32-year- 
old is going it will not be long 
before more invitations are 
dropping through the letter 
box. 

Robinson claimed the 
Michelin Clio Cup Race Se¬ 
ries drivers’ championship 
crown last month claiming 
eight race wins along the way 
as he collected the first title 
of a career that started in en¬ 
durance karting 12 years ago. 

The Total Control Racing 
driver announced a three- 
year deal with Optimum Mo- 
torsport to drive a Ginetta 
G55 GT4 machine - with 
team-mate Graham Johnson 
- in the British GT Champi¬ 
onship next year. 

After a 2014 spent growing 
accustomed to life in the fast 
lane he is hoping the corks 
will be popping once again in 
2015 and beyond. 

And having teamed up with 
an outfit that won the GT4 
title in 2013, there is every 
chance Robinson will become 
even more popular. 

“Optimum are about as 
close to a works Ginetta team 
as you can get,” he said. 

“We’ve also put a deal 
together with Ginetta that 
sees us commit to British GT 
for at least three years and, 
we assume, well beyond. 

“It’s about going after GT4 
podiums, wins and, hopeful¬ 
ly, the championship.” 

He added: “We don’t really 
drink the champagne, but it’s 
pretty handy having it in the 
fridge as it means we never
